OUR FOREIGN POLICY 


The Chicago Tribune editorially re- 


prints a considerable portion of "Washing- 
ton's farewell address in support of an 
American 'policy of isolation. 
George 


"Washington was a great patriot with a 
statesman's view of both national and in- 
ternational affairs.. His advice to the 
"United States was of'the greatest value at 
that time. It would-have been folly to 
have followed any other course. His ad- 
vice today is of value only as it is adapt- 
able to present day conditions, many of 
which Washington could not foresee and 
never dreamed of. 


The constitution of the United States 


is regarded by many as the most wonder- 
ful statement of principles and processes 
of government ever enunciated. 
It was 


framed 
almost 
contemporaneous with 


General Washington's farewell address. 
Its framers unquestionably had a remark- 
able vision, in fact it might not be too 
much to say that this document was the 
product of spiritual inspiration. Yet. per- 
fect as the constitution of the United 
States was, and still is in most respects, 
it could not anticipate the development 
of the nation nor changes that might be 
induced by the thought and experience of 
its people. 
As a result we have had to 


amend the constitution no less than eigh- 
teen times, and there are today other pro- 
posed amendments which have the serious 
consideration of the people. 


Resort to the use of Washington's fare- 


well address to justify a policy of exclu- 
siveness by Hie United States has written 
all over it the weakness of a case that is 
•without sound reason and moral niidg- 
ment for its support. 
In the days of 


"Washington the American republic was 
almost the only spark of political and so- 


. cial freedom on the face of the earth. 
It 


•would not have taken much to extinguish 
it or to have crushed it. had we permitted 
ourselves to^be embroiled in the affairs of 
Europe. 
"We were but a speck _on the 


map and representative government was 
an experiment. 


Today democracy is the controlling and 


all-powerful force in the political institu- 
tions and tendencies of the world, and the 
United States has grown from the weak- 
est nation to the mightiest. 
WP stand 


for the fundamental principles of equali- 
ty among nations as among individuals. 
The warp and \voof of civilization have 
been re-woven under the mighty evolu- 
tionary forces of the last century and par- 
ticularly of the "World war. It is idle 
and short-sighted to take the admonitions 
of Washington as they applied to the new- 
born republic of 1776 and apply thorn 
literally to the nation of 19^3 in its rela- 
tion to the problem!? of the world.

The attack 
upon the National Guard is in no sense a 
movement for economy. 
If the legisla- 


ture were so minded as to truly desire 
economy, it 'would have reduced appro- 
priations by a million or more dollars .for 
a lot of needless officials and boards and 
by the enactment of laws that would 
put an end to" extravagant government. 
A legislature which shuts its eyes blindly 
to a growth of administrative expendi- 
tures from five million to twenty million 
dollars in ten years is not much concerned 
about economy.

money in an assault upon the National 
Guard. 


There is no doubt that the prevailing 


sentiment at Madison is hostile to the

canism or to American institutions. 
It 


is the part of a plot to undermine the 
security of the United States, which now 
reposes to a large extent in its militia, 
by destroying this safeguard. 
Propa- 


ganda from Russia is directed toward the 
wiping out of all military organizations 
in 'this country pledged to a support of 
the government and its constitution. The 
purpose is evident. It is to leave the 
American people helpless before a revo- 
lution designed to overthrow the gove- 
ernment and then to establish a- commun- 
istic or socialistic dictatorship. 


The action which has been taken at 


Madison against the Guard is a witting 
or unwitting reflection of this sentiment, 
denials to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The state of Wisconsin is under the high- 
est moral and patriotic obligation to main- 
tain 
the 
national guard in accord- 


ance with the provisions of the na- 
tional defense act. The state is under 
the highest obligation to maintain an effi- 
cient militia for the protection of its citi- 
zens and of property against mob vio- 
lence.

PERSPIRATION* 


According to some magazines, sweating is a very 


unladylike function and no gentleman would ever 
be caught, at it. 


Be that as it may. a man has to do some sweat- 


ing somehow somewhere to keep as well as can be 
expected and as thin as symmetry demands. It is 
all -very well for a man to live by his wit's, which 
means to let somebody else sweat fo.r-liim, a<* Tom 
Sawyer whitewashed his aunt's fence, provided one 
arranges a time and place in one's daily program to 
do a little sweating. This duty of sweating is like 
wearing suspenders. 
A man doesn't wear his sus- 


penders in an obtrusive manner nor affect garish 
:Oloi» any more, but he may wear 'em when he is 
fully dressed with an air of quiet assurance. 


It used to be quite the fashion, and still is, to visit 


a bath or some such place and have a vicarious 
or passive sweat to "sweat the poison out." Folks 
who take such a notion seriously have probably 
not been attentive to the study of physiology in 
school. One may sweat and sweat, through artificial 
stimulation, but It is just -water with a pinch of 
salt, nothing in the nature or poison. The fancied 
benefit obtained from such sweating is imaginary, 
or due to rest and sleep, certainly not attributable 
to the elimination of any poison. 


Active sweating is a different story. 
I do not 


mean to say that when one sweats through physi- 
:al activity there is any appreciable amount of poi- 
son or waste matter of any kind eliminated. But 
active sweating is associated with a marked increase 
in metabolism, tho internal combusion or oxidation 
process, that assuredly does burn up and render in- 
nocuous a considerable amount of retained waste 
matter which might otherwise act as a poison in 
the system. 


The man who can and does indulge daily in suf- 


ficient physical activity, work, play or exercise, to 
start active sweating keeps a grip on health which 
nothing will give him. I have in mind particularly 
the sedantary man, say a clergyman, an editor or 
a lawyer. Just how "much exercise do such men 
require, assuming they are not superannuated or 
broken down? Well, a fair average tonic dose is 
about two miles of oxygen on the hoof three times 
a day. or six miles in one dose, with the pace suf- 
ficiently brisk to induce some sweating. The form 
of exercise is immaterial, so It induces sweating. 
The sweating is the gauge to go by. 
To be sure 


it takes considerable wealth 
to 
indulge 
in the 


amount of oxygen I have designated. 
For others 


I suggest a substitute which is not nearly so good 
as oxygen on the hoof but much better than noth- 
ing:, the New Brady Symphony, a system of room 
exercises which a man may do in 15 to 20 minutes 
a day.

This slatuu 
transportation act) certainly does not 
deprive either side of the rights claim- 
ed. But title three of the Transporta- 
tion Act was not enacted to provide 
tribunal to determine what were the 
legal rights and obligations of railway 
employers and employees or to enforce 
or protect them. 
Courts can do that. 


The Labor Board was created to decide 
how the parties ought to exercise their 
legal rierhts so as to enable them to 
co operate in running the railroad, it 
was to reach a fair compromise be- 
tween the parties without regard to 
the legal rights upon which each side 
might insist in a court of law. The 
board is to act as a board of arbitra- 
tion. 
It is to give expression to its 


views of the moral obligation of each 
side as members of society to agree up- 
on a basis for co-operation in the work 
of runniR- the railroad in the public in- 
terest. 
The jurisdiction of the hoard 


to direct, the parties to do what it

should do is not to be 


limited by fh pir constitutional or legal 
right' to refuse to do It. 
Under the 


act there is no constraint upon them 
to do what the board decides they 
should except the moral constraint al- 
ready mentioned, or publication of its 
decisions."
